Washington, July 4.— President 
Coolidge is preparing to carry his 
cause to the people in the November 
election, seeking popular indorsement 
of his administration. n 

With the democrats already endeav- 
oring to capitalize republican disaf- 
fection in the corn belt arising from 
the failure of the Haugen farm relief 
bill and to take advantage of popu- 
lar revulsion at the republican pri- 
mary slush fund scandals, the presi- 
dent, it became known today, is pre- 
paring as leader of his party to rally 
the republicans to an aggressive bat- 
tle for retention of the control of 
congress. 

Maps Out Campaign. 

At recent conferences with Nation- 
al Chairman Butler and the chairmen 
of the republican senatorial and con- 
gressional campaign committees the 
president mapped out the plan of 
campaign and outlined the basis for 
the appeal Which he believes the re- 
publican party id Justifted in ‘making 
to the people to continue it in power 
in the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernmént. It was indicated that the 
president would continue to keep in 
close touch with the progress of the 
canvass while he is sojourning in the 
Adirondacks and that he probably 
would request the party leaders to 
meet him at White Pine camp in 
August, for further consideration of 
plans. 

The president still adheres to his 
resolution to hold aloof from the 
primary contests. He deems it dis- 
tinctly improper for either the presi- 
dent as titular leader of the party or 
for the campaign committees to take 
sides in a contest between republicans 
for nomination to the senate or house. 
For that reason he has rigidly refused 
to aid even those republican senators, 
like McKinley, of Hlinois, who voted 
for the world court and did so chief- 
ly to support the president’s stand. 


Cabinet Members Act. 

Two of his cabinet, Secretary of the 
a Teeny Mellon, and Secretary of 
Labor Davis, inte in the Penn- 
sylvania primary in aid of Senator 
Pepper but they did so as Pennsyl- 
vanians ‘without consulting the presi- 
dent.

There is scarcely a 
fruit or a vegetable that can be 
successfully grown in Georgia, or 
‘in any other state, without system- 
atic and _ scientific campaigns 
against insect. enemies. It is im- 
possible to grow peaches without 
spraying—or pecans, or cantaloupes, 
or m@ons, or anything else of the 
nature. These pest control meth- 
ods are—or should be—merely part 
‘of the production program. They 
need not worry the farmer or the 
fruit grower. He simply must know 
about them, and be prepared to 
battle the pests when they appear. 
It is impossible to accomplish any- 
thing without overcoming some dif- 
ficulties. In the long run it helps 
the producer. Time was when cat- 
tle were infested with ticks. We 
paid no attention to them) or pos- 
sibly to no greater extent than the 
use of a spray emulsion. The cattle 
were scrubby, short in milk fat, of 
inferior value on the beef ndtket, 
and the industry had no profit and 
no promise. But the day for dip- 
ping came, and the eradication of 
the tick has been. practically ac- 
complished, and the cattle grower 
gets twice or three times more for 
the same outlay than before. The 
same rule applies to growing cotton 
under weevil and hopper conditions, 
and to growing pecans under cater- 
pillar conditions, and peaches under 
its enemy conditions, etc. 

When we intensely cultivate and 
properly combat the enemies we get 
a better product, a greater produc- 
tion, and better -market prices. 

The farmers should go after the 
cotton hopper just as they have 
been going after the cotton weevil 
—and go after both when both ap- 
pear. When hard work, intensive 
cultivation and rigid control meth- 
ods are employed the net result will 
more than justify all the extra labor 
and expense. 


‘ CAROLINA FINANCES. 


North Carolina operates on the 
fiscal year system just as does the 
fedefal government. The figures, 
therefore, that are now being made 
available by departmental reports 
are intensely interesting, especially 
in view of that. state’s marvelous 
record in highway and school ex- 
pansions. The Raleigh Times of 
July 2 says: c 

“With an increase of 32,251. 362.05 
in gasoline and automobile license 
taxes for the fiscal ye:r which ended 
June 30, over similar collections of 
a year ago, figures, issued by State 
Commissioner of Revenue R. A. 
Doughton show that North Carolina 
collected approximately $2¢,889,822.85 
in taxes during the past fiscal year. 
To this grand total, gasoline and auto- 
mobile license taxes contributed $12,- 
381,848.28; the general fund, com- 
posed of income, inheritance, license, 
franchise, marriage, bus and insur- 
ance taxes, contributed $11,207,973.97 
and taxes derived by the governor and 
the secretary of state on notaries pub- 
lie and charter fees, will contribute 
approximately $1,300,000.” 


It will be observed there is no 
ad valorem, or property tax, in that 
state, and that the total motor 
taxes—with a 4-cent gasoline tax 


sufficient to pay the interest on the 
outstanding bonds, set aside the 
legal reserve as a retirement fund, 
and provide $8,000,000 for new 
construction of highways.

I eannot forget a Fourth of July 
meeting in the courthouse at Thom- 
son in McDuffie county in 1920— 

At the time the late Thomas E. 
Watson —elected senator in the pri- 
maries that fall was vigorously fight- 
ing, in his newspaper, the ratification 
of the treaty of Versailles and the 
League of Nations, and all that sort 
of thing.

Mexico City, July 4.—The decree 
issued today regulating the Mexican 


press, while affirming the inviolabili- 
ty of the press, muzzles the denomina- 
toinal and religious press, forbidding 
it to handle news relative to the gov- 
ernment or government employees or 
comment on the policy or action of 
same. 4 

The decree consist of 36 articles. 
Article 13, which is fateful for the 
press, states “all religious publications 
of a periodical mature or having a 
denominational tendency indicated by 
title or program are forbiddeh te com- 
ment on political or national affairs 
or supply information concerning 
acts of authorities of the nation or 
individuals directly connected with 
the functioning of public institutions.” 

This is taken, with other parts of 
the decree, to furnish an effective 
means of stopping Catholic propa- 
ganda. Heavy fines and imprison- 
ment and in the case of foreigners, 
expulsion from the country are pro- 
vided for violations. 

Religious denominations are pro- 
hibited from forming political unions 
ov parties under threats of fines and 
imprisonment for the leaders and 
other proven offenders. This pro- 
vision effectively kills religious unions 
for political ends and the hope of the 
Catholics for effecting by the election 
of members to congress the reform 
of the anti-Catholic laws. 

Without the power of organization 
politically or through the press to ex- 
press and voice church matters, the 
Catholics are tied hand and foot from 
becoming a political factor.

swimmers over choppy water on sea- 
going tugs, maintain that her career 
is behind her.

the department of agriculture announc- 
today. 
“There appears now to be definite 
demand for low-grade cottons of all 
lengths, and of late there has been 
active buying of the lowest of the 
low grades,” the department said. “Re- 
ports indicate that low-grade cottons 
are going into many constructions of 
fabrics in which finishing qualities 
are not oe It ap ars also 
that there has been some biending of 
these lower grades with the * 
grades which were accum.lated y 
manufacturers earlier in the season. 
“With very few exceptions has any 
previous American cotton crop furnish- 
ed so large a percentage of low-grade 
cotton as did the one of 1925-26) 
These low grades found a very limited 
market, and this condition continued 
for some time. Within the last few 
months, however, during which north- 
ern and southern spinners have ascer- 
tained, through mill tests, the extent 
to which low grades could be substi- 
tuted for higher ades customaril 
used, some inquiry for them was noted. 


This gradually developed into an active 


demand, as is borne out by the recent 
free movement of such cottons togeth- 
er with a considerable increase .n their 
selling basis. 

“The present situation with regard 
to low-grade cottons seems to promise 
continuation of the use of them, the 
department believes, as the manufac- 
tured material from them evidently has 
proved satisfactory. An important 
feature of the situation is that ow- 


ing to the greater amount of waste 


of low-grade cottons, a greater con- 
M as measured in running bales 
results in proportion to the amount 
of yarn or fabrie produced.“

Without going too much into detail 
for the seven months of this year 
dividends paid by steam and street 
railroad compa alone aggregate 
$255,000,000 with industrial compa- 
nies paying out $365,000,000, making 
total dividends for these companies 
alone $620,000,000. This large sum, 
which does not include the dividends 
paid by many corporations in other 
groups and does not include these 
monthly payments which are much 
larger than the dividend payments, 
conveys some idea of the large cur- 
rent earning power and accumulated 
wealth of the se Until recent- 
ly, most Wall street bankers were un- 
certain regarding the trend of money 
rates for the balance of 1926.
